Senate  Chamber,  Sacramento, 

Friday,  September  13,  1940. 

The  Senate  met  at  two  o'clock  p.m.,  pursuant  to  tlie  provisions  of  the 
proclamation  of  His  Exeelleney,  Culbert-  L.  Olson,  Governor  of  the 
State  of  California,  dated  September  11,  1940,  convening:  tlie  Legisla- 
ture of  tlie  State  of  California  on  this  day  in  extraordinary  session. 

Lieutenant  Governor  Ellis  E.  Patterson,  President  of  tiie  Senate  of 
the  Fifty-third  Session,  in  the  ehair,  called  the  Senate  to  order.

I.  Culbort  I..  Olson,  (iovernor  of  the  State  of  California,  by  virtue  of  the  power 
and  aulliority  in  ine  vosteil  by  sccti'in  !•  of  Article  V  of  tlie  Constitution  of  the 
.State  of  California,  do  hereby  convene  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  California  to 
meet  and  assemble  in  extraordinary  session,  at  Sacramento,  California,  on  Friday, 
the  thirteenth  day  of  September,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  forty,  at  two 
o'clock  p.m.  of  said  day,  for  the  following  purposes  and  to  legislate  ui»on  the  fol- 
lowing subjects,  to  wit : 

1.  To  cMUsiiler  and  .-ict  upon  an  act  providing  an  appro|>riation  for  the  !>2d  fiscal 
year  to  the  IJelief  .\dmi!iistraIor  and  Helief  Coiiiiuissioii  for  the  relief  of  hardship 
and  destitution  due  to  and  caused  by  uneniploynieiit  to  W.  expended  by  the  Kelief 
Administrator  and  Uelief  Commission  in  accordance  with  the  jirovisions  of  the 
California  Unemployment  Uelief  Act  of  lO.'i.')  for  the  relief  of  persons  qualifying 
thereunder. 

2.  To  consider  and  a<-t  upon  legislation  providing  for  the  establi.shnient  and 
organiziition  in  the  executive  department  of  the  State  government  of  a  California 
State  Council  of  Defense,  to  be  appointed  by,  and  to  act  under  the  direction  of, 
the  (iovernor,  in  accordance  with  the  plans  of  the  Council  of  National  Defen.se 
and  its  Advisorv  Cmnmission  and  of  other  agencies  of  the  United  States  (Jovern- 
nient.  with  power  to  plan  for  the  mobilization  of  agricultural,  industrial,  communi- 
(ation  and  tr.-iiisportalion  facilities,  for  the  preservatirm  of  the  public  peace, 
health,  safely,  and  welfare,  for  the  protection  of  individual  rights  and  consumer 
interests,  for  the  suiipression  of  sjibfitage  and  subversive  activities,  to  cooperate 
with  similar  agencies  authorized  to  be  established  in  the  cities  and  counties,  to 
formulate  a  program  of  State  and  local  government  participation  in  the  national 
defense  progr:im.  to  gather  and  dis.seminate  information  in  regard  to  such  partici- 
pation, to  integrate  State  and  local  programs  with  the  national  program,  to  make 
adjuslineuts  necessary  for  the  [irompt  assimilation  and  unification  of  such  programs, 
and  to  coordinate  properly  governmental  and  private  agencies  in  the  defense  effort; 
providing  for  participation  in  the  work  of  the  California  State  Council  of  Defense 
bv  members  of  the  I.egislattire  :  and  providing  for  an  appropriation  of  money  to  the 
State  rianning  Hoard  and  to  the  California  State  Council  of  Defense  in  the  execu- 
tive ilepartment  of  the  State  government  for  these  purposes.

Senate  Resolution  No.  12.

Whereas,  .V  contract  has  been  entered  into  between  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion and  the  Silver  Burdett  Publishing  Co.  for  purchase  of  textbooks  for  use  in  the 
elementary  schools  of  Ciilifornia  ;  and 

Whereas,  In  awarding  this  contract  the  State  Board  of  Education  ignored  the 
recommendations  of  the  .State  Curriculum  Commission,  which  held  the  Silver  Bur- 
dett textbook  to  be  not  only  inferior  to  one  published  by  the  Sanborn  Co.,  but 
costing  approximately  .?48,000  more ;  and 
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WllicuEAS,  Alter  criticism  of  tin-  award  hnd  been  voiced  by  the  |lro^s,  i)romiii<'Ut 
cilucalors.  citi/.cii.s  and  a  minority  of  the  Stale  Board  of  Education,  a  represenlalive 
of  the  Silver  Hurdctt  Co.  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  State  Hoard  of  Education  held 
July  10,  l!18i>,  intimated  lii.s  <oui|jaiiy  could  be  induced  to  accept  a  %\iri'  approxi- 
mately .$r)(),()<K)  lower  than  the  original ;  and 

Wiii;iui,vs,  The  records  show  that  a  majority  of  the  State  Board  of  Education 
nevertheless  i)roceeded  to  accept  the  higher  figure,  over  the  protests  of  minority 
members  ;  and 

WllKHKAH,  Tlu'  cliairniau  of  the  State  Board  of  l^^ducation,  Dr.  Lewis  I'.  Crutclier, 
signed  the  contract  after  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  Walter  F. 
De.xter,  had  refu.sed  to  api)rove  it;  aud 

WnKKEAS,  The  Legislative  Investigating  Committee  of  l!)y57,  leviewing  the  text- 
book controversy,  re|)orted:  "This  committee  accci)ts  the  reconimendMlion  of  the 
Curriculum  Conimission,  and  it  is  our  firm  opinion  that  the  selection  of  the  Silver 
Burdelt  books  was  either  the  result  of  corruption  or  of  (-areles-sness  and  neglect  of 
a  concern  for  State  affairs  that  is  appalling.  As  to  corruption,  nothing  was  brought 
befon'  this  committee  that  .justifies  any  such  conclusion,  so  we  are  force<l  to  adopt 
the  unhappy  alternative";  and 

WlllCKKAS,  There  appears  to  be  ample  justification  for  a  searching  and  conclu- 
sive inquiry  into  all  of  the  facts  in  connection  with  the  Silver  I'.urdett  award;  now. 
therefore,  be  it 

Hc.Holrcd  hu  the  Sciititc  of  ihe  Slate  of  California,  That  the  Assembly  (Joveru- 
ment:il  lOHiciency  and  Economy  Fact-finding  Committee  created  by  House  Kosolution 
No.  (»"  of  the  first  exi  r.iordinary  session  of  the  Fifty-third  Legislature  is  hereby 
respcrt  I'lilly  reipiested  to  i)roceed  at  once  with  an  investigation  into  all  phases  of  the 
Silver  Horded  award  and  to  report  the  results  of  its  investigatiim  to  the  .\ssembly 
and  the  Senate  when  the  first  extraordinary  session  of  the  Fifty-third  Legislature 
reconvenes,  to  the  end  that  this  controversy  may  be  cleared  up  once  and  for  all.

Messages  from  the  Governor. 

The  following  messages  from  the  Governor  were  received  and  read :

To  the  Sfernhers  of  the  Senate  and  Assembly  of  the  California  Legislature. 
Sacramen to,  California. 
GRUniNGS  :  You  have  been  called  into  special  session  on  this  date  for  purposes 
set  out  in  a  communication  which  I  addressed  to  each  of  j'ou  when  issuing  the 
proclamation.    Briefly,  they  are  these: 

(1)  To  provide  further  for  unemployment  relief. 

(2)  To  create  and  provide  for  a  State  Coun<'il  of  Defense. 

In  the  matter  of  Ihiemploymcnt  Belief,  the  State  Belief  Administrator  reiwrts 
to  me  that  an  immediate  appropriation  of  a  least  .$1,450,000  is  necessary  to  carry 
the  present  unemployment  relief  case-load  from  September  11th  to  September  .HOth, 
both  dales  inclusive,  or  all  unemployment  relief  payments  must  be  discontinued 
during  that  period. 

To  meet  unemployment  relief  payments  from  September  11th  through  September 
14th  it  was  nec-essary  for  the  Director  of  Finance,  with  my  approval,  to  authorize 
incurrance  of  a  deficiency  of  .$.'5IX).0()0  for  that  purpose.    This  amount  is  the  maxi- 
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mum  (lofioiency  all(iwjil)l('  lu-cordiiig  to  tlie  Attoniev  Geiierar.s  opinion,  numbered 
N.S  2082-A  rendered  to  the  StJitp  Controller  December  11,  193!). 

I  was  informally  advised  that  the  President  Tro  Teni  of  the  Senate  and  the 
Spealter  of  the  Assembly  inten<led  to  recfmvene  the  Legislnture  on  Septendier  21st 
for  the  purjxise  herein  contemplated.  I  would  have  preferred  this  procedure,  and 
would,  if  pos.sible,  have  avoided  callinK  you  into  s|>pcial  session  before  then. 

I  understand  that  your  Joint  Committee  on  I'lieniploynient  Uelief,  in  fixing 
September  21st  as  tlie  date  for  reconveniuf;.  was  under  the  impression  that  a  larger 
deficiency  could  be  authorized  by  the  l»irector  of  Finance  and  the  Governor;  an 
impression  caused  by  the  follf)wing  communication  dated  Septendjer  7th.  from 
Director  of  Finance  John  K.  Hichards  to  Uelief  Administrator  S.  (i.  Uubinow, 
which  was  called  to  the  attention  of  the  committee  by  Mr.  Itubinow  : 

"Hecause  of  prior  commitments,  it  will  not  be  possible  to  linance  unemployment 
relief  out  of  the  fhnergency  Fund  from  September  11th  to  Septeml>er  21st  as 
recommended  by  the  lyegislative  Fact  Findin);  Committee  on  Uelief.  Uesoliition  of 
committee  should  be  to  the  effect  that  director  and  (Jovernor  authorize  relief 
administration  to  create  a  deficiency  to  be  paid  fiom  any  appropriations  to  be 
made  by  subsecpient  leci.slative  action.  With  such  a  resiiliition  of  tlie  committee, 
you  could  be  authorized  to  u.se  i)re.sent  cash  on  hand  already  committe<l  for  other 
expenditures  to  continue  relief  payments  until  I^egislature  nieet.s  and  takes  neces- 
sary action  on  September  21st  and  their  action  is  enacted  into  law." 

Since  your  joint  comniitli'e  is  familiar  with  the  present  and  prospective  relief 
load  under  the  terms  of  present  law.  Chapter  45  of  the  first  extraordinary  session, 
and  the  present  need  for  action,  on  your  part,  to  release  or  a|)propriate  additional 
funds  for  immediate  use.  doid)tless,  the  full  advic«;  and  recommendation  of  your 
joint  committee  will  be  immediately  available,  so  that  you  may  readily  act  upon 
this  emergency,  perhai)s  within  one  day. 

In  the  matter  of  State  Council  of  i)efense,  every  consideration  of  National  and 
local  defense  warrants  your  iirompt  and  vigorous  action.  I  have  heretofore  apiHtinted 
a  State  Council  of  Defense  and  the  Executive  Comtnitlee  thereof.  They  have  l)een 
at  work  since  last  .Tune  24th  with  the  formulation  of  jdans  anil  jirogram  for  State 
and  home  defense  and  for  civil  defense  activities,  in  .'iccordance  with  advice  and 
instructions  received  from  the  Council  of  National  Defense  and  its  Advisory  Com- 
mittee and  with  the  aid  and  cooperation  of  n  representative  of  the  War  Depart- 
ment. 

In  order  to  carry  on  this  work,  the  council  should  he  established  and  its 
support  funds  should  l>e  provided  through  legislative  act. 

A  bill  will  be  presente<l  for  these  purixtses.  It  will  i)rovide  for  the  establish- 
ment and  organization  of  this  Council  of  Defense  in  tlie  Executive  Department  of 
the  State  Oovernment  in  accordance  with  the  plans  of  the  Council  of  National 
Defense  and  its  Advisory  Commission  and  other  agencies  of  the  Fe<leral  Govern- 
ment, with  power  to  plan  for  the  mobilization  of  agricultural,  industrial,  com- 
munication and  transportation  facilities,  for  the  preservation  of  the  public  peace, 
health,  safety,  and  welfare,  for  the  protection  of  individual  rights  and  consumer 
interests,  for  the  suppression  of  salx>tage  an<l  subversive  activities,  to  cooperate 
with  similar  agencies  authorized  to  be  established  in  the  cities  and  counties,  to 
formulate  a  program  of  State  and  local  government  jyarticipation  in  the  National 
defense  prognim,  to  gather  and  disseminate  information  in  regard  to  such  par- 
ticipation, to  integrate  State  and  local  programs  with  the  Nation;il  program,  to 
mjike  adjustments  necessary  for  the  prompt  assimilation  and  unification  of  such 
programs,  and  to  coordinate  properly  governmental  and  private  agencies  in  the 
defense  effort.  This  bill  will  |)rovide  for  participation  in  the  work  of  the  Cali- 
fornia State  Council  of  Defense  by  menil)ers  of  the  I.iegislature.  And  it  will 
appropriate  money  to  the  State  Planning  Hoard  and  to  the  Califoniia  State  Council 
of  Defense  for  these  purposes. 

I  am  .sure  that  we  all  desire  complete  unity  in  matters  of  home  and  National 
defense ;  and  I  am  sure  that  we  will  all  agree  that  the  legislative  and  the 
exwutive  departments  should  cooi)erate  and  unite  in  the  work  of  perfecting  and 
carrying  fonvard  all  defense  jdans  and  programs  within  our  State.  I  recommend 
that  the  proposed  act  iirovide  for  a  committee  of  the  liCgislature  consisting  of 
tnemlM-rs  of  the  Senate  and  Assembly  who  shall  be  authorized  to  meet  and  par- 
ticipate witli  the  State  Coun<-il  of  Defense  and  its  Executive  Committee,  to  advise 
and  cooiK-rate  in  tlie  work  of  the  council,  and  to  recommend  such  legislation  as 
may  be  found  neces.sary  to  the  accomplishment  and  success  of  the  important  work 
which  it  will  Ik-  the  duty  of  the  State  Council  of  Defen.se  to  conduct.  I  do  not 
believe  that  any  larger  approi)riation  than  .$.jO,00()  is  necessary  at  this  time  and 
I  would  recommend  that  amount. 

I  a.sk  for  and  anticipate  your  cooperation,  your  prompt  and  favorable  action  in 
the  matters  here  presented. 

Since  issuing  the  |>roclamation  for  this  .session  I  have  been  urged  to  include 
other  matters  relate<l  to  National  defense.  One  is  a  proposal  to  permit -more 
intensive  use  of  public  school  occupational  training  facilities  to  train  artisans  and 
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mechanics.  Another  is  a  proposal  to  set  up  a  Sabotage  and  Arson  Bureau  within 
the  Stale  File  Marshal's  olHce. 

It  is  now  my  undorstiiiiding  that  your  previo\is  call  to  reconvene  on  the  21st 
can  not  be  rescinded  and  that  you  will  therefore  meet  then  regardless  of  this 
present  call.  This  being  the  case,  I  shall  seek  to  discuss  these  proposals  with 
your  leaders. 

Slioiild  it  appear  to  be  your  wish,  and  should  they  appear  to  be  likely  of 
pa.ssage,  1  shall  be  glad  to  issue  a  call  to  include  these  items.

Preliminary  Report  of  the  Legislative  Advisory  Committee  on  Defense 

and  Employment. 

The  foJlo^^^ng  rc])ort  wa.s  received,  and  ordered  i)rinted  in  the 
Journal : 

The  i)cisoi\nol  (if  the  Lcjjisliit ivo  Advisory  Comniittpp  on  Dofpiiso  !uul  Kniploy- 
mriit;  is  iiulicnlcd  on  (lie  sheet  of  letter  iinper  liereto  attnehed.  Since  the  conimit- 
tee's  npjioinlnieiit  and  its  orjiaiiization  a  number  of  nieetin-.'s  liave  been  lield,  some 
in  San  Francisco  and  some  in  Los  .\nseles.  At  each  of  the  meetincs  there  were 
very  few  absentees,  and  a  very  earefnl  discnssion  was  maintained  Ihronsh  each 
nieetin;;  relating  to  possible  legislation  that  niiKht  be  required  in  the  removal  of  any 
legislation  that  would  act  as  an  impediment  to  the  industries  that  were  active  in 
National  Defen.se  worU.  Special  committees  were  appointed  to  make  particular 
studies  and  to  rejiort  at  subsequent  meelings. 

Pipe  Lines  and  Oil  Storage  Throughout  the  State. 

A  plan  is  in  the  ivosse.s.sion  of  tlie  committee,  iiidicatins  tlie  ;ii)proximate  barrel- 
age  stored  and  of  (he  location  of  such  st(U-age.  Location  of  all  of  the  main  pii)e 
lines  ()wn<>d  by  various  (-(unp.anies  throughout  the  State  was  obtained,  and  a  great 
deal  of  particular  information  i-cgarding  these  items  is  in  the  hands  of  the  com- 
mittee. The  |>ossil)iIity  of  a  system  of  distriliution  of  not  only  oil  storage  but 
of  particular  pipe  lines  was  discussed.  A  general  idea  of  the  cost  of  storage  tanUs 
remote  from  the  coast  was  ascertained,  both  as  to  underground  storage  and  storage 
above  the  ground.  In  a  general  way  the  matter  was  discussed  at  the  headquarters 
of  the  Ninth  Corps  Area.  The  statement  was  nntde  that  the  War  Deiiartment 
has  sent  a  pl;in  to  governors  of  all  States,  giving  a  general  idea  of  what  the  War 
Department  feels  the  organization  of  Home  Defense  should  be.  Without  doubt 
in  this  area  a  proper  distribution  of  oil  storage  is  very  vital.  The  committee  has 
gone  as  far  as  it  can  with  tlie  study  nf  this  subject  and  has  obtained  practically 
all  of  the  facts  which  are  at  the  disposal  of  those  who  shoiild  receive  them. 

Labor  and  Employment. 

A  sptH'ial  committee  has  been  studying  this  questiiui  and  has  been  endeavoring 
to  obtain,  in  a  general  way,  not  only  a  census  of  the  uneniidoyed,  but  also  an 
endeavor  is  being  made  to  so  arrange  a  list  so  that  it  will  be  possible  to  tind  out 
the  various  capabilities  of  those  who  are  on  the  list,  thus  preijaring  a  reservoir  of 
information  for  the  industries.  As  the  defense  program  expands,  it  is  felt  that 
this  information  will  be  valuable,  inasmuch  as  the  industry  can  augment  the  number 
of  its  employees  without  having  to  do  a  gre.-it  deal  of  research  work  itself. 
C.  .1.  Ilaggerty,  of  I.«os  Angeles,  Alexander  Watchman,  of  San   Francisco,  and 
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Mrs  Prince  of  San  Francisco,  have  accumulated  a  large  amount  of  information 
which  in  the  very  ii.-iir  future  it  is  hoped  can  he  prepared  in  the  form  of  a 
complete  report. 

Housing  Adjacent  to  Defense  Industries. 

\fter  a  number  of  conferences  with  Mr.  Haydock.  of  the  United  States  Housing 
Authoritv,  and  with  Mr.  Strauss  on  his  visit  to  l^s  Angeles,  >VT/Mf-  ^ji^VjtJ 
a  specia  need  for  State  legi.slation  existed,  and  it  was  hoped  that  this  matter 
coifld  be  brouKht  up  at  any  special  session  of  the  Legislature  for  study  and  enact- 
ment. A  copv  of  Jhe  biU  suggested  by  the  T-nited  States  Housing  Authority jvas 
given  to  the  committe  and  it  iu  ti.rn  had  copies  prepared  and  s.-nt  to  every  member 
of  the  Joint  Legislative  Committee  and  to  the  (;..vern..r.  A  telegram  from  John  C 
?Vustrn.  chairman,  was  sent  to  Governor  Olson.  re.,uest.ng  that  if  iH.s.s.hle  a  special 
call  l)e  issued  to  the  legislators  requesting  action  on  this  item.  In  the  industries 
devoted  to  defense  work  it  is  found  that  man.v  of  the  employees  have  to  ravel 
''O  to  30  miles  to  their  work,  and  it  has  l)een  found  that  in  mau>  .  !  !!,.■  founs 
close  to  the  industries  not  a  house  or  an  apartment  is  for  rent.

The  .luestion  of  trade  training  in  the  schools  and  in  the  industries  is  being 
studied  and  it  has  been  ascertained  that  legislative  action  will  be  necessary  for  a 
number  of  items  before  a  complete  and  full  defense  program  can  be  carried  out- 

U^'the'  beginning  of  the  committees  work  it  was  felt  that  publicity  should  be 
avoided  but  as  the  work  expanded  it  was  felt  that  publicity  both  through  the 
mess  and  the  radio^  would  be  advisable,  so  that  any  an.l  all  information  regarding 
1  e  neJds  .  f  imlus  rv  and  of  those  desiring  employment  could  be  transmitted  to 
he  committee  and  ihe  committee-s  help  obtained  in  the  shortest  possible  tune 
Mr  RXml  F  Connor  was  appointed  as  chairman  of  this  committee,  and  be 
has  niade  arrangeiZts  for  wicl.'spread  radio  publicity  immediately  it  is  found

Whereas,  An  extraordinary  occasion  has  arisen  and  now  exi.sts,  requirinj;  that 
the  I^egislalure  of  the  State  of  California  be  convene<l  ;  now,  therefore, 

I,  Culbert  L.  Olson,  Governor  of  the  State  of  California,  by  virtue  of  the  power 
and  authority  in  me  vested  by  section  !)  of  Article  V  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
State  of  California,  do  hereby  convene  the  I.<ef,'islature  of  the  State  of  California 
to  meet  and  assemble  in  extraordinary  .session,  at  Sacramento,  California,  on  Friday, 
the  thirteenth  day  of  Se|)tember,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  fortj,  at  two 
o'clock  p.m.  of  said  day,  for  the  following  purposes  and  to  legislate  ui>on  the  fol- 
lowing subjects,  to  wit : 

1.  To  consider  and  act  upon  an  act  providing  an  appropriation  for  the  92d  fiscal 
year  to  the  Relief  Administrator  and  Relief  ( 'oniinission  for  the  relief  of  hardship 
and  destitution  due  to  and  caused  by  unemployment  to  be  e.xpended  by  the  Relief 
Administrator  and  Relief  Conimi.ssion  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
California  Unemployment  Relief  Act  of  V.Kio  for  the  relief  of  jiersons  qualifying 
thereunder.

GuicKiiNcs:  You  liave  been  called  into  special  session  on  this  date  for  purposes 
set  out  in  a  communication  which  1  addressed  to  each  of  you  when  issuinc  the 
proclamation.  Briefly they  are  these  : 

(1)  To  provide  further  for  unemployment  relief. 

(2)  To  create  ami  provide  for  a  State  Council  of  I)efens<'. 

In  the  matter  of  Unemployment  Relief,  llie  Slate  Relief  Administrator  reiwrts 
to  me  that  an  immediate  approprial  ion  of  at  least  .>1,4.")0,000  is  necessary  to  carrv 
[lie  present  unemployment  relief  casc-lo.id  from  September  11th  to  Septenilx'r  .'{Oth, 
liolli  dales  inclusive,  or  all  unemployment  relief  payments  must  be  discontinued 
duniiK  that  period. 

To  nieet  unemployment  relief  payments  from  September  Jlth  through  September 
14tli  it  was  necessary  for  the  Direclor  of  Finance,  with  mv  approval,  to  authorize 
incurrence  oi  a  deficiency  of  .$;!(H).00()  for  that  purpose.  Tiiis  amount  is  the  niaxi- 
x-'ll"'.,,."!.'*.''?*""'-^  allowable  according  lo  the  Altorncy  (;enerars  opinion,  numbered 
AS  rendered  to  the  State  t.'oiitroller  December  11,  l!K}i>. 

I  was  informally  advised  that  the  President  I'ro  Tempore  of  the  Senate  and  the 
Speaker  of  the  Assemlily  intended  to  reconvene  Ihe  I.,egislaliire  on  Scpleiuber  "l>.t 
for  tlie  puriiose  herein  eonlemplaled.  I  would  have  preferred  this  procedure,  and 
would,  il  possible,  iinve  avoided  calling  you  into  special  session  liefore  then 

1  under.stand  that  your  .ToinI  Conimiltee  on  I'liemployment  Relief,  in  fixing 
September  21st  as  the  date  for  reconvening,  was  under  the  impression  that  a  larger 
dehcieiicy  could  be  authorized  by  the  Director  of  Finance  and  the  (Joveriior-  an 
impression  c.'i used  by  the  following  communication  dated  September  7th,  from 
Director  ot  Innance  ,Iohn  R.  Richards  to  Relief  Administrator  S.  (i.  Rubinow. 
which  was  called  to  the  attention  of  the  Committee  bv  .Mr.  Rubinow: 

"Because  of  prior  commitments,  it  will  not  be  possible  to  finance  unemplovinent 
reliel  out  of  the  Fniergency  Fund  from  September  11  to  September  21st  as  recom- 
mended by  the  Legislative  Fact  Finding  Committee  on  relief.  Resolution  of 
committee  should  be  to  the  effect  that  Director  and  (Jovernor  authorize  relief  adraiu- 
istralion  to  create  a  deficiency  to  be  paid  from  anv  appropriations  to  be  made  bv 
subsequent  legislative  action.  With  such  a  resolution  of  the  committee,  you  could 
be  authorized  to  use  present  cash  on  hand  already  committed  for  other  expenditures 
to  continue  relief  payments  until  Legislature  meets  and  takes  necessary  action  on 
September  21st  and  their  action  is  enacted  into  law." 

Since  your  .Joint  Committee  is  familiar  with  the  present  and  prospective  relief 
load  under  the  terms  of  present  law.  Chapter  45  of  the  First  Extraovdinarv  .s.-ssion. 
and  the  present  need  for  action,  on  your  part,  to  release  or  appropriate  additional 
funds  for  inimediate  use.  doubtless,  the  full  advice  and  recommendation  of  your 
.Joint  Committee  will  be  immediately  available,  so  that  you  mav  readily  act  upon 
tins  emergeucy,  perhaps  within  one  day. 

In  the  matter  of  a  State  Council  "of  Defense,  every  consideration  of  national 
iiiid  local  defense  warrants  your  prompt  and  vigorous  action.  I  have  heretofore 
appointed  a  State  Council  of  Defense  and  the  i;xecutive  Committee  thereof  Thev 
have  been  at  work  since  last  June  2}lli  with  the  formulation  of  plans  and  program 
for  State  and  home  defense  and  for  civil  defense  activities,  in  accordance  with  advice 
and  instructions  received  from  the  Council  of  National  Defense  and  its  advisory 
committee  and  with  the  aid  and  cooperation  of  a  representative  of  the  War 
Department. 

In  order  to  carry  on  this  work,  the  council  should  be  established  and  its  support 
funds  should  be  provided  through  legislative  act. 

.\  bill  will  be  presented  for  these  purposes.  It  will  provide  for  the  establish- 
ment and  organization  of  this  Council  of  Defense  in  the  executive  department  of 
the  State  government  in  accordance  with  the  plans  of  the  Council  of  National 
Defense  and  its  advisory  commission  and  other  agencies  of  the  Federal  Government, 
\rith  power  to  plan  for  the  mobilization  of  agricultural,  industrial,  communication 
and  transportation  facilities,  for  the  preservation  of  the  public  peace,  health,  safety, 
and  welfare,  for  the  protection  of  individual  rights  and  consumer  interests,  for  the 
suppression  of  sabotage  and  subversive  activities,  to  cooperate  with  similar  agencies 
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authorized  to  be  established  in  the  cities  and  counties,  to  formulate  a  program  of 
State  ami  local  government  participation  in  the  national  defense  program,  to  gather 
and  disseminate  information  in  regard  to  such  participation,  to  integrate  State  and 
local  programs  with  the  national  program,  to  make  adjustments  necessary  for  the 
prompt  assimilation  and  unification  of  such  programs,  and  to  coordinate  properly 
governmental  and  private  agencies  in  the  defense  effort.  This  bill  will  provide  for 
participation  in  the  work  of  the  California  State  ('ouncil  of  Defense  by  members 
of  the  Legislature.  And  it  will  appropriate  money  to  the  State  Planning  Board  and 
to  the  California  State  Council  of  Defense  for  these  purposes. 

I  am  sure  that  we  all  desire  complete  unity  in  matters  of  home  and  national 
defeu.se;  and  I  am  sure  that  we  will  all  agree  that  the  legislative  and  the  executive 
departments  should  cooperate  and  unite  in  the  work  of  perfecting  and  carrying 
forward  all  defense  plans  and  programs  within  our  State.  I  recommend  that  the 
proposed  act  provide  for  a  committee  of  the  Legislature  consisting  of  members  of 
the  Senate  and  Assembly  who  shall  be  authorized  to  meet  and  participate  with  the 
State  Council  of  Defense  and  its  executive  committee,  to  advise  and  cooperate  in 
the  work  of  the  council,  and  to  recommend  such  legislation  as  may  be  foiind  neces- 
sary to  the  accomplishment  and  success  of  the  important  work  which  it  will  be 
the*  duty  of  the  State  Council  of  Defense  to  conduct.  I  do  not  believe  that  any 
larger  appropriation  than  $.jO,000  is  necessary  at  this  time  and  I  would  recommend 
that  amount. 

I  ask  for  and  anticipate  your  cooperation,  your  prompt  and  favorable  action 
in  the  matters  here  presented. 

Since  issuing  the  proclamation  for  this  session  I  have  been  urged  to  include 
other  matters  related  to  national  defense.  One  is  a  proposal  to  permit  more  inten- 
sive use  of  public  school  occupational  training  facilities  to  train  artisans  aiid 
mechanics.  Another  is  a  proposal  to  set  up  a  sabotage  and  arson  bureau  within 
the  State  Fire  Jlarshal's  office. 

It  is  now  my  understanding  that  your  previous  call  to  reconvene  on  the  twenty- 
first  can  not  be  rescinded  and  that  yon  will  therefore  meet  then  regardless  of  this 
present  call.  This  being  the  case,  I  shall  seek  to  discuss  these  proposals  with  your 
leaders.  Should  it  appear  to  be  your  wish,  and  should  they  appear  to  be  likely  of 
passage.  I  shall  be  glad  to  issue  a  call  to  include  these  items.

9.  Reports  of  standing  and  special  connnittees  shall  be  delivered  to 
the  Chief  Clerk  or  an  assistant.  They  shall  be  read  and  ordered  printed 
on  the  Journal  unless  it  is  ordered  otherwise  by  the  Speaker  or  by  a 
majority  vote  of  the  members  present. 

Messages  from  the  Governor. 

10.  Messages  from  the  Governor  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Chief  Clerk 
or  an  assistant,  and  shall  be  read  and  ordered  printed  on  the  Jtmrnal 
unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Speaker  or  a  majority  vote  of  the  mem- 
bers present. 
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Messages  from  the  Senate. 

11.  Messages  from  the  Seiicite  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Chief  Clerk 
or  an  a.ssistaiit,  and  shall  be  read  and  ordered  printed  on  the  Journal. 
The  Speaker  shall  forthwith  refer  to  the  proper  committee  all  Senate 
bills  accompany infi'  sncli  messajjes,  which  reference  shall  be  entered  on 
Ihe  Journal.  Assembly  bills  which  have  been  passed  without  amend- 
ment by  the  Senate,  shall  be  ordered  to  enrollment. 

Assembly  bills  amended  by  the  Senate  shall  be  ordered  placed  upon 
the  unfini.shed  business  calendar. 

Bills  Defined. 

12.  Wherever  the  word  bill  is  used,  it  shall  include  constitutional 
amendments,  concurrent  aiul  joint  resolutions,  except  as  otherwise  spe- 
cifically provided  for  in  these  rules. 

Introduction  and  Reference  of  Bills. 

13.  In  each  lefjislative  session  on  the  first  day  M'hen  bills  are  intro- 
duced under  "Introduction  and  Reference  of  Bills,"  the  roll  shall  be 
called  from  A  to  Z  and  then  back  ajrain  from  Z  to  A.  and  as  eaeli  mem- 
ber's name  is  called,  he  shall  have  the  privilege  of  introdueinp  one  bill, 
constitutional  amendment,  concurrent  or  joint  resolution. 

After  these  two  roll  calls,  any  mend)er  desiriu<r  to  introduce  bills, 
constitutional  amendments,  concurrent  and  joint  resolutions  may  at  any 
time  durinj^  a  session  send  the  same  to  the  Clerk's  desk.  When  received 
I  at  the  Clerk's  desk,  it  shall,  under  the  proper  oixler  of  business,  be  num- 
bered, read  the  first  time,  referred  to  a  standin<r  couunittee,  be  printed, 
and  a  copy  jilaced  upon  the  desk  of  each  member. 

Bills  and  constitutional  amendments  shall  not  be  read  the  first  time 
or  printed  until  after  the  Legislative  Counsel  has  reported  thereon  as 
provided  by  Rule  14. 

All  bills,  constitutional  amendments,  concurrent  and  joint  resolu- 
tions introduced  before  the  standinji'  connnittees  of  the  Assembly  are 
appointed,  shall  be  referred  to  committees,  references  to  take  effect 
when  tlie  connnittees  shall  be  appointed. 

Introducfion  of  Bills. 

14.  When  a  bill  or  constitutional  amendment  has  been  introduced 
and  numbered,  and  before  it  is  read  the  first  time,  it  shall  be  delivered 
by  the  Clerk  to  the  Legislative  Counsel  for  examination  and  report  as 

'  to  whether  it  appears  to  be  within  the  scope  of  the  proclamation  of  the 
Governor  calling  the  extraordinary  session.  The  Legislative  Counsel 
shall  rei)ort  as  to  each  such  measure  as  promptly  as  may  be,  and  prior 
to  the  end  of  the  next  legislative  day,  returning  the  measure  with  the 

p    report  to  the  Clerk  and  transmitting  a  copy  of  the  report  to  the  author 

i    of  the  measure. 

;  The  report  shall  state  briefly  and  without  detail  whether  the  measure 
appears  to  be  within  or  without  the  scope  of  the  proclamation,  or 

I,    whether  the  matter  is  doubtful. 

The  report  of  the  Legislative  Counsel  shall  not  be  binding  upon  the 
Assembly  nor  preclude  further  consideration  of  any  measure,  nor  shall 
it  prevent  an  objection  being  subsequently  made  that  such  measure,  or 
any  amendment  made  or  offered  thereto,  is  not  within  the  scope  of  the 
proclamation. 
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Exuminhuj  of  Bills  hi)  lAfjislative  Counsel  Bureau. 

15.  After  introduction,  all  bills  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Legrislative 
Counsel  for  the  purpose  of  determining  if  the  bill  is  in  the  proper  form 
as  prescribed  by  law  or  Assembly  rule.  He  shall  have  authority  to 
correct  any  clerical  error  such  as  ortlioorraphy.  addino:  or  correcting 
the  enacting  clause,  mi.stakes  in  numberintr  sections  and  references 
thereto,  and  in  any  other  particular  wherein  the  bill  does  not  comply 
in  form  with  law  or  As.semb]y  rule.  He  shall  have  authority  to  correct 
any  error  in  the  title  of  an  aniendatorA-  bill  wherein  it  does  not  enumer- 
ate the  sections  added  or  amended  of  a  particular  act  or  code. 

If  in  the  opinion  of  the  Leprislative  Counsel,  any  correction  made 
by  him  under  the  authority  of  this  ride  should  in  any  manner  be  con- 
strued to  be  a  change  in  the  bill  other  than  a  change  in  form,  he  shall 
obtain  the  consent  of  the  autlior  of  the  bill  before  making  such  change. 

Immediately  upon  the  completion  of  the  check  of  the  bills  referred 
to  the  Legislative  Counsel  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
rule,  he  shall  deliver  the  bills  to  tlie  State  Printer.  Under  no  circum- 
stances shall  the  Legislative  Counsel  retain  in  his  possession  any  bills 
referred  to  him  under  the  provisions  of  this  rule  for  any  period  longer 
than  two  legislative  days. 
Daily  Calendar. 

16.  There  shall  be  printed  an  Assembly  Daily  Calendar  for  each 
legislative  day  following  the  constitutional  recess,  or  at  any  time  prior 
thereto  when  ordered  by  the  Speaker.  The  Committee  on  Rules  shall 
have  charge  of  the  Daily  Calendar  of  the  Assembly.  The  following 
listing  shall  constitute  the  order  of  the  Daily  Calendar : 

1.  Special  Orders  of  the  Day 

2.  Second  Reading,  Assembly  Bills 

3.  Second  Reading,  Senate  Bills 

4.  Unfinished  Business 

5.  Third  Reading,  Assembly  Bills 

6.  Third  Reading,  Senate  Bills. 

All  bills  on  the  Daily  Calendar  shall  be  called  i'm  eunsideration  in 
the  order  of  their  listing,  unless  otlierwise  ordered  by  unanimous  con- 
sent or  an  affirmative  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

Motions  and  Re.solutions. 

17.  Any  motion  or  resolution  not  otherwise  provided  for  under  the 
rules  shall  be  placed  before  the  Assembly  only  under  this  order  of  busi- 
ness. Unless  otherwise  provided  by  law  or  Assembly  rule,  any  motion 
or  resolution  may  be  adopted  by  a  majority  vote  of  iii"iiilicr-< 
present. 

Adjournment. 

18.  Adjournment  for  the  constitutional  recess  or  adjournment  xinc 
die  shall  be  ordered  by  concurrent  resolution.  The  resoluticm  for 
adjournment  sine  die  sliall  be  adoi)ted  by  the  Assembly  not  less  than 
seven  days  before  the  date  set  therein  for  such  adjournment. 
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Duties  of  Assembly  Officers. 

Duties  of  the  Speaker. 

19.  The  Speaker  shall  possess  tlie  powers  and  jierforni  the  duties 
herein  prescribed : 

(a)  To  preserve  order  and  decornin ;  he  may  .sjieak  to  points 
of  order  in  preference  to  the  otlier  meml)er.s,  rising  from  his  chair 
for  that  purpose. 

(b)  To  decide  all  questions  of  order  subject  to  appeal  to  the 
Assembly  by  any  member.  On  every  appeal,  he  shall  have  the 
right  to  assign  his  reason  foi-  his  decision. 

(c)  To  have  general  direction  over  the  Assembly  Chamber  and 
rooms  set  aside  for  the  use  of  the  Assembly. 

(d)  To  name  any  member  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  Speaker, 
but  such  substitutions  shall  not  extend  beyond  adjournment. 

(e)  To  appoint  the  membership  of  all  standing  and  special  com- 
mittees. 

(f)  To  propose  a  schedule  of  meetings  of  standing  committees. 

(g)  To  have  general  control  and  direction  over  the  Journals, 
papers  and  bills  of  the  Assembly. 

(h)  To  act  as  chairman  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

(i)  To  order  the  lobby  and  gallery  cleared  whenever  he  shall 
deem  it  necessary. 

(j)  To  assign  desks  to  ]n-opcrly  accredited  ncwspajier  repre- 
sentatives. 

(k)  To  authenticate  by  his  signature,  Avhcn  nccessaiy,  or  -when 
required  by  law,  all  bills,  memorials,  resolutions,  orders,  proceed- 
ings, Avrits,  -warrants  and  snbpenas  issued  by  order  of  the  Assembly. 

Duties  of  the  Speaker  Pro  Tempore. 

20.  The  Speaker  Pro  Tcmi)ore  shall  have  the  powers  and  perform  the 
duties  of  the  Speaker  during  his  absence. 

Duties  of  the  Chief  Clerk. 

21.  The  duties  of  the  Chief  Clerk  shall  be  as  follows : 

(a)  To  have  charge  of  and  supervise  all  clerical  business  and 
printing  of  the  As.sembly. 

(b)  To  see  that  the  Journals,  other  publications  and  records  of 
the  Assembly  are  pro]ierly  kejit. 

(c)  To  refuse  to  permit  any  records  or  j^apers  to  be  taken  from 
the  desk  or  out  of  his  custody,  except  upon  duly  signed  i-eeeipts 
from  persons  authorized. 

(d)  To  read  or  allow  his  assistants  to  read  from  the  desk  oulv 
such  matter  as  the  Speaker  of  the  A.s,sembly  shall  direct. 

(e)  To  have  general  supervision  over  all  clerks,  attaches  and 
employees,  and  to  be  responsible  for  their  ofiicial  acts  and  their 
performance  of  and  regular  attendance  ui)on  their  duties. 

(f)  To  suspend  temporarily  any  clerk,  attache  or  employee  for 
incompetency  or  dereliction  of  duty,  pending  action  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Attaches. 

(g)  To  perform  all  other  duties  pertaining  to  his  office  as  pre- 
scribed by  law  or  Assembly  rule. 
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Duties  of  the  Scrgi anf-at-Armn. 

22.  The  duties  of  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  shall  be  as  follows: 

(a)  To  attend  the  Assembly  during  its  session,  preserve  order, 
announce  all  official  raessennrers.  and  serve  all  processes  issued  by 
authority  of  the  Assembly  and  directed  by  the  Speaker;  he  shall 
receive  his  actual  expenses  for  himself  or  for  an  assistant  when 
executing  any  such  process. 

(b)  To  see  that  no  person  is  admitted  to  the  Assembly  Chamber 
except  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  these  rules. 

(c)  To  have  general  supervision  over  the  Assistant  Sergeants- 
at-Arms  and  be  responsible  for  their  official  acts  and  their  per- 
formance of  and  regular  attendance  upon  their  duties. 

(d)  To  suspend  temporarily  any  assistant  Sergeant-at-Arms  for 
incompetency  or  dereliction  of  duty,  pending  action  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Attaches. 

(e)  To  execute  all  commands  of  the  Speaker. 

(f)  To  perform  all  other  duties  pertaining  to  his  office  as  pre- 
scribed by  law  or  Assembly  rule. 

Members'  Decorum  and  Privileges. 

Ordf  v  in  Speaking  to  Questions. 

23.  When  a  member  desires  to  address  the  Assembly,  he  shall  rise 
from  his  seat  and  respectfully  address  himself  to  "Mr.  Speaker." 
Upon  being  recognized,  he  may  speak,  confining  himself  to  the  question 
under  consideration. 

No  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  during  the  consideration  of 
any  one  (|uestion  on  the  same  day  and  at  the  same  stage  of  proceeding 
except  that  the  author  of  a  bill  or  resolution,  or  the  mover  of  a  question 
shall  have  the  right  to  close  the  debate  thereon.  No  member  shall  be 
allowed  to  speak  more  than  ten  minutes  to  open  and  five  minutes  to 
close  the  debate  thereon,  and  no  member  other  than  the  author  or  the 
mover  of  the  question  shall  be  allowed  to  speak  more  than  five  minutes 
thereon.  No  member  shall  yield  to  any  other  member  the  time  for 
which  he  is  entitled  to  speak  on  any  matter. 
Speaker  to  Decirle  Who  /.«  Entitled  to  Floor. 

24.  When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  the  same  time,  the  Speaker 
shall  designate  the  member  to  speak  first. 

Members  Called  to  Order  for  Transgressing  Rules. 

25.  If  any  member  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  transgresses  the  rules 
of  the  Assembly,  tiie  Speaker  shall,  or  any  member  may  call  the  offend- 
ing member  to  order.  The  member  so  called  to  order  shall  immedi- 
ately take  his  seat,  unless  permitted  to  exjilain ;  if  called  to  order  by  a 
member,  such  member  shall  immediately  state  the  jwint  of  order.  The 
point  of  order  shall  be  decided  l)y  the  Speaker  without  debate.  If  the 
decision  of  the  Speaker  be  in  favor  of  the  member  called  to  order,  he 
shall  be  at  liberty  to  proceed;  if  otherwise,  he  shall  be  required  te  keep 
his  seat.  Every"  such  decision  by  the  Speaker  shall  be  subject  to  an 
appeal  to  the  Assemblj'. 

Members  Called  to  Order  for  Offensive  Words. 

26.  If  any  member  be  called  to  order  for  offensive  words  spoken  in 
debate,  the  person  calling  him  to  order  shall  state  to  the  Assembly  the 
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words  to  which  exception  is  talccii.  No  member  shall  be  held  to  answer, 
or  be  subject  to  censure  by  the  Assembly,  for  language  used  in  debate, 
if  other  business  shall  have  been  transacted  by  the  Assembly  prior  to 
exception  being  taken  to  the  words  si)()ken. 

MembcrR  Voting. 

27.  Every  member  aetnaliy  in  the  Assembly  Chamber  when  a  roll 
call  is  recpiired,  shall  record  his  vote  openly  and  witliout  debate,  iniless 
the  Assembly  shall,  after  he  has  stated  his  reasons  for  not  doing  so, 
excuse  him.  All  motions  to  excuse  a  member  shall  be  made  before  the 
Assembly  divides,  or  before  the  recording  of  ayes  and  noes  is  com- 
menced. Any  member  re(|uesting  to  be  excused  from  voting  may  make 
a  brief  oral  .statement  of  the  reasons  for  such  rer|uest.  and  the  (piestion 
shall  then  be  decided  without  del)ate  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  members 
present. 

The  name  of  any  jnember  who  refuses  to  vote  as  required  by  this 
rule  after  being  retjnested  by  the  Si)eaker  to  do  so  and  who  lias  not 
been  excused  from  doing  so  shall  be  entered  on  the  Journal  of  the 
Assembly,  together  with  a  statement  that  he  was  present  and  did  so 
refuse  to  vote.  Any  member  who  refuses  so  to  vote  may,  if  he  so  desires, 
and  innnediately  after  the  announcement  of  the  vote,  submit  a  written 
exj^lanation  of  his  failure  to  vote  and  have  such  explanation  i)rinted  on 
the  Journal,  provided  no  such  explauation  shall  exceed  fifty  words  in 
length. 

In  addition  to  th(>  entry  of  his  name  on  the  Journal,  any  member 
who  refuses  so  to  vote  when  refpiired,  and  who  has  not  been  excused 
from  doing  so,  ma.v,  immediately  after  the  announcement  of  the  vote, 
in  the  discretion  of  the  Speaker  or  upon  demand  of  any  member,  be 
sunnnoned  to  appear  before  the  bar  of  the  Assendily  for  jniblic  censure 
by  the  Speaker  or  by  any  member  designated  by  the  Speaker. 

Censure  of  a  member  as  ]n-ovided  by  this  rule  shall  not  constitute  a 
bar  to  proceedings  for  his  ex])nlsion  from  the  Assembly  pursuant  to 
section  9  of  Article  TV  of  the  Constitution. 

A  member  may  submit  a  written  explanation  of  liis  vote  on  any  bill 
or  hotise  resolution,  and  have  such  exjilanation  ]irinted  on  the  J(nirnal 
innnediately  following  such  vote,  ])rovided  no  such  ex])lanation  shall 
exceed  fifty  words  in  length. 

Ayes  and  Noes. 

28.  'The  ayes  and  noes  shall  be  recorded  by  the  electrical  voting 
system  on  the  final  i)assage  of  all  bills,  or  viva  voce  when  demanded 
by  three  members  or  when  ordered  by  the  Si)eaker,  and  on  any  other 
question  when  called  for  by  thi-ee  members  or  ordered  by  the  Speaker, 
the  names  of  which  members  shall  be  entered  in  the  Journal. 

Voting  Not  to  Be  Interrupted. 

29.  When  once  begun,  voting  shall  not  be  interrupted,  except  that 
any  member  may  have  the  total  pending  vote  flashed  on  the  visible 
vote  recorder  and  except  that  any  member  may  move  a  call  of  the 
As.sendjly,  after  the  completion  of  the  roll  and  prior  to  the  final  record- 
ing and  announcement  of  the  vote. 
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Changing  Vote. 

30.  Prior  to  the  announcement  of  the  vote,  the  Speaker  shall  inquire 
if  all  members  have  voted.    After  the  vote  is  announced,  no  member 
shall  be  allowed  to  change  his  vote,  or  have  his  vote  recorded. 
Members  at  Clerk's  Desk. 

31.  No  member  or  other  person  shall  be  allowed  at  the  Clerk  s  desk 
while  the  ayes  and  noes  are  being  recorded  or  the  votes  counted. 

Tie  Vote. 

32.  In  case  of  an  equal  division,  or  tie  vote,  the  question  shall  be  lost. 
Call  of  the  Assetnbly. 

33.  After  the  roll  has  been  called,  and  prior  to  the  announcement  of 
the  vote,  any  member  may  move  a  call  of  the  A.ssembly.  A  majority 
of  the  members  present  may  order  a  call  of  the  Assembly  and  the 
Speaker  shall  immediately  order  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  to  lock  all  doors 
and  shall  direct  the  Clerk  to  prepare  a  list  of  absentees  as  di.sdosed  by 
the  last  roll  call.  Thereupon  no  member  shall  bo  permitted  to  leave 
the  Assembly  Chamber  except  by  written  permission  of  the  Speaker 
and  no  person  shall  be  permitted  to  enter  except  .such  member  as  is 
taken  into  custody  as  herein  j)rovided,  or  Senators,  officers,  attaches  or 
employees  of  the  Legislature  in  the  official  performance  of  their  duties. 

Those  mend)ers  who  are  found  to  be  absent  and  for  whom  no  leaves 
of  ab.sence  have  been  granted,  shall  be  forthwith  taken  into  custody 
wherever  found  by  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  or  his  assistants,  and  brought 
to  the  Assembly  Chamber.  Xo  recess  or  adjournment  shall  be  taken 
during  a  call  of  the  As.sembly.  During  such  call  the  Assembly  may 
consider  and  transact  any  matter  of  business  by  unanimous  consent. 
A  call  of  the  Assembly  may  be  dispensed  with  at  any  time  upon  a 
majority  vote  of  the  members  present,  at  which  time  the  completion  of 
the  roll  call  pending  when  the  call  of  the  Assembly  was  ordered,  shall 
become  the  inuncdiato  oi-dor  of  business  befoi-p  ilip  .\v:vcinbly. 

Leave  of  Absence. 

34.  No  member  .shall  ab.sent  liim.sclf  from  attendance  ai  any  session 
of  the  A.ssembly  A\-ithout  leave  of  the  Assembly,  and  no  member  shall 
obtain  such  leave  of  absence  or  be  excused  for  nonattendance.  except 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  members  elected  to  the  Assembly,  or  by 
nnanimous  con.sent. 

Personal  Privilege. 

35.  Any  member  maj^  rise  to  explain  a  matter  personal  to  himself 
and  shall  forthwith  be  recognized  by  the  S])eaker.  but  shall  not  discu.ss 
a  question  in  sneh  explanation.  Such  matters  of  personal  privilege 
yield  only  to  a  motion  to  recess  or  adjoiirn. 

Objection  to  Reading  of  Any  Paper. 

36.  Any  member  upon  recognition  by  the  Speaker  may  object  to  the 
reading  of  any  paper  before  the  Assembly.  After  such  objection,  the 
question  of  reading  shall  be  determined  without  debate  by  a  majority 
vote  of  the  members  present,  upon  a  brief  statement  of  its  .substance  by 
the  Speaker.

Assujnment  of  Desks  to  Members. 

37.  Monibpi-s  sliall  be  assi<>ned  to  dosk.s  by  the  Superintendent  of 
Capitol  Buildiii^;-.s  and  Grounds,  and,  so  far  as  po.ssible,  he  shall  con- 
form to  the  requests  of  members,  •rivinp  due  consideration  to  their 
seniority  in  point  of  service  in  the  Assembly. 

Motions  and  Questions. 

Precedence  of  Motions  During  Debate. 

38.  When  a  question  is  under  debate  or  before  the  Assembly,  no 
motions  sliall  be  received  but  the  following,  ■which  shall  take  precedence 
in  the  order  named : 

Fir.tt — To  adjourn  ; 
Second — To  recess  to  a  time  certain; 
Third — To  lay  on  the  table; 
Fourth — For  the  previous  question  ; 
Fifth — To  set  as  a  special  order; 
Sixth — To  postpone  indefinitely ; 
Seventh— To  refer  or  re-refer; 
Eighth — To  amend. 

Questions  of  Order  Decided  WilJioiit  Debate. 

39.  All  incidental  questions  of  order,  arisinp:  after  a  motion  is  made 
for  any  of  the  questions  named  in  Rule  No.  38  and  pendincr  such 
motion,  shall  be  decided  by  the  Speaker  without  debate,  ■whether  on 
appeal  or  otlierwise. 

Appeal  from  Decision  of  the  SpeaJcer. 

40.  Any  member  may  appeal  from  a  decision  of  the  Speaker  ■without 
•waitin<?  for  reco<rnition  by  the  Speaker,  even  thouprh  another  member 
has  the  floor.  No  appeal  is  in  order  when  another  is  pending:,  or  when 
other  business  has  been  ti-ansacted  by  the  Assembly  prior  to  the  appeal 
beinp:  taken. 

Upon  the  appeal  beinp:  seconded,  the  Speaker  may  jrive  his  rea.sons 
for  the  decision,  and  shall  forthwith  put  this  question  to  the  Assembly: 
"Shall  the  decision  of  the  Speaker  be  sustained?" 

An  appeal  can  not  be  amended  and  yields  only  to  a  motion  to  recess 
or  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  or  a  question  of  personal  privile<re.  If 
an  appeal  be  laid  on  the  table,  such  action  shall  have  no  effect  on  the 
pendiufj  question. 

An  appeal  can  not  be  debated  when  relatinsr  to  indecorum.  tran.s- 
frre.ssion  of  rules,  or  priority  of  business.  A  majority  vote  of  the  mem- 
bers present  shall  decide  any  appeal. 

To  Adjourn. 

41.  A  motion  to  adjourn  is  not  debatable  and  can  not  be  amended, 
and  is  always  in  order,  except  (a)  when  another  member  has  the  floor; 
(b)  when  the  Assembly  is  votinp:;  (c)  during  a  call  of  the  Assembly. 
The  name  of  any  member  movinjr  an  adjournment  and  also  the  hour  at 
which  the  motion  was  made  and  adjournment  taken,  shall  be  entered 
on  the  Journal.  Such  a  motion  to  adjourn  must  be  adopted  bj-  a 
majority  vote  of  the  members  present. 
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AVlien  such  a  motion  to  adjourn  is  made  and  seconded,  it  shall  be  in 
order  for  the  Speaker,  before  putting:  the  question,  to  peiinit  any 
member  to  state  to  the  Assembly  any  fact  relatinp:  to  the  condition  of 
the  business  of  the  Assembly  wliich  would  seem  to  render  it  improper 
or  inadvisable  to  adjourn.  Such  statement  shall  not  occupy  more  than 
two  minutes  and  shall  not  be  debatable. 

To  Recess  fo  a  Time  Certain. 

42.  A  motion  to  recess  to  a  time  certain  sliall  be  treated  the  same  as 
a  motion  to  adjourn,  except  that  such  motion  is  debatable  when  no 
business  is  before  the  Assembl\-,  and  can  be  amended  as  to  the  time  and 
duration  of  the  rece.ss.    It  yields  oidy  to  a  motion  to  adjourn. 

To  Lmj  on  the  Tabic. 

43.  A  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  is  not  debatable  and  can  not  be 
amended.  If  carried  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  entire  elected  member- 
ship, it  carries  with  it  the  main  question  and  everythinjr  that  adheres 
to  it ;  provided,  however,  that  a  motion  to  lay  an  amendment  on  the 
table,  if  adopted,  does  not  carry  with  it  a  bill,  constitutional  amend- 
ment, concurrent,  joint  or  house  resolution. 

The  Previous  Question. 

44.  The  previous  question  shall  be  put  only  when  demanded  by  five 
members,  and  in  this  form:  '"Shall  the  question  be  now  put?"  And 
its  effect,  when  sustained  by  a  nuijority  of  the  members  present,  shall 
be  to  put  an  end  to  all  debate  and  briii?r  the  house  to  a  vote  only  on  the 
question  then  pending;  except  that  the  proponent  of  the  matter  pend- 
ing shall  be  allowed  not  to  exceed  five  minutes  to  close  the  debate. 

Motion  to  Set  Special  Order. 

45.  A  motion  to  set  any  matter  before  the  As.sembly  as  a  special 
order  of  business  must  be  adopted  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members 
elected.  It  is  debatable  only  a.s  to  the  propriety  of  settins  the  main 
question  as  a  special  order  of  business,  and  may  be  amended  only  as  to 
the  time. 

Motion  to  Postpone  to  a  Time  Certain. 

46.  A  motion  to  postpone  to  a  time  i-ortaiu  shall  be  deemed  and 
treated  as  a  motion  to  set  as  a  special  order. 

Motion  1o  Postpone  Indefinitely. 

47.  AVhen  a  motion  is  made  to  postpone  indefinitely  any  bill,  motion 
or  amendment,  it  opens  the  main  question  to  debate.  Shoidd  the  motion 
to  postpone  indefinitely  prevail  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  entire  mem- 
bership, the  main  question  shall  not  be  acted  upon  again  during  the 
session. 

Motion  to  Amend. 

48.  A  motion  to  amend  may  itself  be  amended,  but  no  "amendment 
to  an  amendment"  can  be  amended.  A  motion  to  amend  is  debatable, 
except  where  the  main  question  to  be  amended  is  not  debatable.  Any 
motion  to  amend  may  be  adopted  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  members 
present. 

A  motion  to  amend  having  been  decided  in  the  negative,  shall  not 
again  be  in  order  on  the  same  day,  or  at  the  same  stage  of  pi-oceeding. 
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A  motion  to  amend  by  strikin<>'  out  certain  words  havinp:  been  decided 
in  tlie  nesative,  shall  not  ])i-eclnde  a  motion  to  amend  by  adding  words, 
or  a  motion  to  amend  by  .strikin^j  out  and  insortinj!;  words;  but  in  no 
case  shall  a  further  amendment  be  substantially  the  same  as  the  one 
rejected. 

Subject  to  the  above  provisions  of  this  rule,  a  motion  to  amend  is 
in  order  during  the  second  or  third  reading  of  any  bill. 

Amendment  io  Be  Germane. 

4!).  No  amendment  to  any  bill,  wiiether  reported  by  a  committee  or 
offered  by  a  mend)er,  shall  be  in  order  when  such  amendment  relates 
to  a  different  subject,  or  is  intended  to  accomplish  a  different  purpose, 
or  requires  a  title  essentially  different  from  the  original  title  of  any  bill. 

No  amendment  sliall  be  in  order  which  adds  or  deletes  the  name  of 
a  member  as  an  author  or  co-author,  or  which  changes  the  original 
number  of  any  bill. 

Svhsfilufe  Motion. 

50.  A  motion  to  substitute  shall  be  deemed  and  treated  as  a  motion 
to  amend. 

Motions  in  Wriiing. 

51.  Upon  request  of  the  Speaker  all  motions  shall  be  reduced  to 
writing  and  shall  be  read  by  the  Speaker  before  the  same  are  acted  upon. 

Considerafion  of  Motions. 

52.  No  motion,  whether  oral  or  written,  shall  be  adopted  until 
the  same  shall  be  seconded  and  distinctly  stated  to  the  Assembly  by  the 
Speaker. 

Divi.non  of  Qnesfiov.f. 

53.  Any  member  may  call  for  a  division  of  the  qucsticm,  and  the 
Speaker  shall  order  the  question  divided  if  it  comprehend  propositions  . 
in  substance  so  distinct  that  one  being  taken  away,  a  .substantive 
])roposition  shall  remain  for  the  decision  of  the  Assembly. 

Rcsolutionx. 

54.  The  adoption  of  any  resolution  authorizing  the  expenditure  of 
money  shall  require  an  affirmative  recorded  vote  of  a  majority  of  all 
members  elected  to  the  Assembly.  All  house  resolutions  shall  be 
numbered  and  shall  be  referred  to  the  appropriate  committee  by  the 
Speaker. 

Withdrawal  of  Motions. 

55.  After  a  motion  is  stated  by  the  Speaker,  or  a  bill,  resolution  or 
petition  read  by  the  Clerk,  it  shall  be  deemed  to  be  in  the  possession 
of  the  Assembly. 

Motion  to  Be  Germane. 

56.  No. motion  or  proposition  on  a  subject  different  from  that  under 
consideration  shall  be  admitted  as  an  amendment. 

Bills  Reported  Back  to  Assembly. 

57.  All  connnittees  shall  act  upon  bills  referred  to  them  as  .soon  as 
practicable,  and  when  acted  upon  each  bill  shall  be  reported  back  to 
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the  Assembly  forthwith,  and  the  chairman  of  each  committee  is  charged 
with  the  observance  of  this  rule. 

Motion  to  Withdraw  and  Recall  Bills. 

58.  A  motion  to  withdraw  a  bill  or  resolution  from  committee,  or  to 
re-refer  a  bill  or  resolution  from  one  conunittee  to  another  committee 
may  be  made  during  the  regular  order  of  business.  A  motion  to 
re-refer  shall  only  be  debatable  as  to  the  propriety  of  such  reference. 

No  bill  or  resolution  shall  be  withdrawn  from  committee  and  placed 
upon  the  Calendar  except  upon  one  day's  notice  thereof  and  except  by 
a  recorded  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  elected  members. 

Bilh  Stricken  from  Calendar. 

59.  A  motion  to  strike  from  the  Calendar  any  bill  or  House  Resolu- 
tion requires  a  majority  vote  of  the  entii-e  elected  membership.  Such 
bill  shall  not  be  acted  upon  again  during  the  session. 

Motion  to  Rescind  Action  and  Expunge  Record. 

60.  Previous  to  the  approval  of  the  Journal  by  the  Assembly,  any 
action  may  be  rescinded  and  its  record  ordered  exi)unged  by  an  affirma- 
tive recorded  vote  sufficient  to  take  such  action  originally;  except  that 
no  action  shall  be  rescinded  and  the  record  expunged  by  a  vote  less 
than  a  majority  of  the  entire  elected  membership.  No  motion  to  rescind 
the  action  and  expunge  the  record  shall  be  made  twice  on  the  same 
proposition. 

Reference  of  Bills  to  Committee. 

61.  Immediately  following  its  first  reading  the  Speaker  shall  refer 
each  bill  to  a  committee,  unless  upon  a  motion,  the  Assembly  by 
a  majority  vote  of  its  entire  elected  membership,  shall  refer  it  to  some 
other  committee.  Such  motion  to  refer  a  bill  shall  not  be  debatable. 
Should  several  different  committees  be  proposed,  preference  shall  be 
given  as  follows : 

1.  Committee  of  the  "Whole. 

2.  Standing  Committee. 

3.  Special  Committee. 

Record  of  Bills. 

62.  The  Chief  Clerk  shall  cause  to  be  kept  a  ]icrmaneut  record  of 
every  action  taken  by  the  As.sembly  on  every  bill,  and  the  date  of  such 
action.  Every  such  action  and  the  date  thereof  shall  also  be  indorsed 
upon  such  bill. 

Consideration  of  Const  It  iil  loiial         ndintiils,  ('.(incurn  nt  and  .Jr/iiil 
Re.tolutions. 

d'.i.  Constitutional  amendments,  concurrent  and  joint  resolutions  may 
be  amended  by  a  majority  of  the  members  present  and  shall  be  treated 
the  same  as  bills,  except  that  they  shall  be  read  but  once.  The  ayes 
and  noes  shall  not  be  called  upon  the  adoption  of  concurrent  resolu- 
tions, except  those  presenting  charter  amendments  or  authorizing 
expenditures  of  money,  unless  regularly  demanded  or  required  by 
statute  or  by  the  Constitution. 
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Second  Reading  of  Billx. 

M.  All  bills  shall  be  read  the  seeond  time  in  the  ordei-  of  their 
api)earanee  upon  the  Second  lieadinK'  ('alendar.  Upon  second  reading, 
Assembly  bills  reported  without  amendments  shall  be  ordered  engrossed, 
and  Senate  bills  rejjorled  wilhont  amendments  shall  be  ordered  to 
third  reading-. 

(^oininiftec  Amcnthncnis. 

65.  Committee  amendments  reported  -with  bills  shall  be  considered 
npon  their  second  reading  and  sncli  amendments  may  be  adopted  by 
a  majority  A'ote  of  the  members  present.  A.ssembly  bills  so  amended 
shall  be  ordered  repriiited  and  engrossed,  and  Senate  bills  so  amended 
sliall  be  ordered  re])rinted  and  to  third  reading. 

Amendments  from  the  Floor. 

66.  Any  member  may  move  to  amend  a  bill  during  its  second  or 
third  reading  and  such  motion  to  amend  may  be  adopted  by  a  majority 
^•ote  of  the  members  present.  Bills  so  amended  on  second  reading  shall 
he  treated  the  .same  as  connnittee  amendments.  Any  bill  so  amended 
upon  the  Third  Txeading  Calendar,  shall  be  reprinted  and  all  Assembly 
bills  so  reprinted  .shall  be  ordered  re-engrossecl.    The  Chief  Clerk  shall 

i    order  printed  not  to  exceed  1000  copies  of  all  amended  bills. 

Committee  on  Engro.tsmenf  and  EnroUmenf. 

67.  It  sliall  be  the  duty  of  the  Connnittee  on  Engrossment  and 
Enrollment  to  comjiare  all  bills,  ordered  or  considered  engrossed  by 
the  Assembly  with  the  engrossed  copies  thereof;  and,  before  they  pass 
out  of  the  possession  of  the  Assembly,  see  that  the  engro.ssed  bill  is 
a  true  copy  of  the  original,  with  such  amendments  as  may  have  been 
made  thereto;  and  said  committee  shall  see  that  all  engi-o.ssed  bills  are 
repin-ted  back  in  the  order  in  which  they  wei'e  ordered  engrossed.  The 
repoi-t  of  the  Connnittee  on  Engrossment  and  Enrollment  shall  be  in 
order  at  any  time. 

/■^nr/rossinfj  and  Enrolling  Bills. 

68.  The  Engrossing  and  Enrolling  Clerk  shall  engross  and  enroll 
all  bills  which  shall  come  to  his  hands  for  such  purposes,  in  compliance 
with  the  provisions  of  section  589  of  the  Political  Code,  and  in  the 
order  of  time  in  which  the  same  shall  be  acted  npon  by  the  Assembly. 
Bills  Transmitted  to  the  Senate. 

69.  Upon  the  final  passage  of  any  bill,  if  no  notice  of  motion  to 
icconsider  such  bill  be  given,  the  Speaker  shall  order  the  bill  trans- 
mitted to  the  Senate  under  signature  of  the  Chief  Clerk.  Senate  bills 
refused  passage  shall  forthwith  be  returned  to  the  Senate  under  similar 
signature. 

I    Bills  Considered  During  Last  Seven  Days. 

I  70.  No  Assembly  bill  shall  be  passed  by  the  Assembly  within  seven 
calendar  days  previous  to  the  time  set  for  adjournment  sine  die  of  the 
Legislature,  except  upon  recommendation  of  the  Speaker  and  permis- 
sion to  consider  and  vote  on  such  bill  being  granted  by  a  recorded  vote 
of  three-fourths  of  the  entire  elected  member.ship  of  the  Assembly. 
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Concurrence  in  Senate  Amendments. 

71.  It  shall  require  the  .same  affirmative  recorded  vote  to  concur  in 
any  Senate  amendment  to  an  A.ssembly  bill  as  the  vote  required  by 
the  Constitution  for  the  pas.san:e  of  such  bill.  It  shall  require  an 
affirmative  recorded  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  entire  elected  member- 
ship of  the  Assembly  to  concur  in  any  Senate  amendment  to  an 
Assembly  bill  which  contains  an  item  or  items  of  appropriation  sub- 
ject to  reduction  or  elimination  under  the  provisions  of  section  34a 
of  Article  IV  of  the  Constitution.  The  vote  on  concurrence  or  upon 
the  adoption  of  such  free  conference  report  of  the  Assembly  shall  be 
deemed  the  vote  upon  final  passap:e  of  such  bill.  When  Senate  amend- 
ments to  an  Assembly  bill  are  concurred  in,  the  bill  shall  be  forthwith 
ordered  enrolled,  and  the  Chief  Clerk  shall  notify  the  Senate  of  such 
concurrence. 

Nonconcurrcnce  in  Senate  Amendments. 

72.  If  the  Assembly  refuse  to  concur  in  the  Senate  amendments  to 
any  Assembly  bill,  the  Chief  Clerk  shall  notify  the  Senate  of  such 
refusal  and  request  the  Senate  to  recede  from  its  amendments.  If  the 
Senate  so  recede  and  notify  llic  Ass(>iiilily  tlic  bill  ^luill  hr  forthwith 
ordered  enrolled. 

Committee  on  Free  Conference. 

73.  Should  the  Senate  refuse  to  recede  from  its  amendments  and  so 
notify  the  Assembly,  the  Speaker  shall  thereupon  appoint  three  mem- 
bers as  a  Committee  on  Free  Conference.  If  there  be  a  minority 
vote  on  concurrence,  two  of  such  members  shall  be  selected  from  those 
votinf?  ap:ainst  concurrence  and  the  third  member  shall  be  selected 
from  those  voting  for  concurrence.  The  Ciiairman  of  the  Senate  Com- 
mittee on  Free  Conference  for  the  same  bill  .shall  arranjre  the  time 
and  place  of  meetinjr  of  such  committee.  It  shall  require  an  affirmative 
vote  of  not  less  than  four  of  the  members  constitutinpr  the  Committee 
on  P''ree  Conference  to  atrree  upon  a  report  and  the  report  .shall  be 
submitted  to  both  the  Senate  and  Assembly.  Such  report  is  not  sub- 
ject to  amendment  and  if  either  house  refuses  to  adopt  such  report, 
the  conferees  shall  be  dischar<re(l  and  other  conferees  aiijiointed.  No 
member  who  has  served  on  a  Committee  on  Free  Conference  shall  be 
appointed  a  member  of  another  Committee  on  Free  Conference  on 
the  same  bill.  The  presentation  and  con.sideration  of  any  report  of  a 
Committee  on  Free  Conference  shall  always  be  in  order,  except  during 
a  roll  call  or  when  a  member  has  the  floor.  It  shall  require  the  same 
affirmative  recorded  vote  to  adopt  any  free  conference  report  as 
required  by  the  Constitution  upon  the  final  j)assa^e  of  the  bill  affected 
by  such  report.  It  shall  require  an  affirmative  recorded  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  entire  elected  membership  of  the  Assembly  to  adopt 
any  free  confei-ence  report  affecting  any  As.sembly  bill  which  contains 
an  item  or  items  of  ajipropriation  which  are  subject  to  reduction  or 
elimination  under  the  provisions  of  section  34a  of  Article  IV  of  the 
Constitution. 

The  vote  on  concurrence  or  ui)on  the  adoption  of  .such  free  con- 
ference report  by  the  Assembly  shall  be  deemed  the  vote  upon  final 
passage  of  such  bill. 
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Enrollment. 

74.  After  final  passage  by  bofli  liouses,  a!iy  A.ssembly  bill  not 
amended  by  the  Senate  sliall  be  fortbwitli  ordered,  by  the  Speaker  to  be 
enrolled,  as  provided  in  section  ')'■','.)  of  the  Political  Code.  The  Com- 
mittee on  Engrossment  and  Enrollment  sliall  report  both  the  day  and 
hour  each  enrolled  bill  i.s  presented  to  tiie  Governor,  wiiich  report  shall 
be  entered  on  the  Jonrnal.

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Meetings  of  Staitdinrj  Committees. 

77.  All  standin<>'  committees  nliall  jiiect  at  the  hour  provided  by 
schedule,  ludess  otlierwise  ordered  by  the  As.seuibly.  Coiumittees  may 
hold  such  additional  meetinjjs  as  tlie  chairman  of  the  committee  may 
deem  necessary;  provided,  that  no  committee  shall  meet  diiriu'i  anj' 
session  of  tlie  Assembly  without  first  obtaininp-  permission  from  the 
Assembly. 

Every  scheduled  committee  meeting  shall  be  open  to  the  public, 
unless  the  conuuittee  by  a  majority  vote  of  its  entire  membership  shall 
order  an  execiitive  session.

79.  No  bills  shall  be  signed  out  of  committee  uidcss  the  cimimittee 
lias  failed  to  hold  a  meet  in-?  on  two  con.secutive  scheduled  dates,  or 
liaving'  so  met,  lias  failed  to  have  a  quorum  present  for  the  transaction 
of  business. 

Committee  Expenditures. 

80.  No  member  or  committee  shall  be  permitted  to  incur  anv  exjiense 
without  first  receivinj?  the  consent  of  the  Assembly,  except  that  the 
Cliairman  of  the  Conuuittee  on  Ways  and  Means  shall  be  allowed  his 
actual  expenses  for  the  perfornuince  of  any  duties  of  his  office  during; 
the  constitutional  recess. 

Committee  on  Attaches. 

81.  The  Committee  on  Attaches  shall  recommend  the  appointment 
()f  all  attaches  and  emi^loyees  of  the  Assembly  not  otherwise  provided 
for  by  statute.  It  shall  have  authority  to  suspend,  with  or  without  pay, 
any  such  attache  or  employee  for  incompetency  or  dereliction  of  duty, 
pending  final  action  by  the  Assembly. 

Committee  on  Ways  and  Means. 

82.  The  Committee  on  "Ways  and  Means  shall  consider  all  bills  to 
ai)propriate  money,  other  than  contingent  expenses  of  the  Assembly, 
and  other  than  bills  affecting  exi.sting  departments  of  State  Govern- 
ment wliich  do  not  in(n-ease  or  decrease  the  salaries  or  expenses  of  such 
departments. 

Whenever  recpiested  by  the  Assembly,  the  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Ways  and  Means  shall  report  the  exact  condition  of  legisla- 
tion involving  appropriations  and  the  aggregate  amount  of  all  proposed 
appropriations  pending  before  the  committee.  The  committee  mav  also 
report  whenever  necessary,  their  opinion  as  to  the  condition  of  the 
State  revenues  and  expenditures. 

Committee  of  the  Whole. 

83.  The  Assembly  may  resolve  itself  into  a  Committee  of  the  Whole 
at  any  time  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  members  present.  The  Speaker 
of  the  Assembly,  or  any  member  named  by  the  Speaker,  shall  preside 
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as  Chairnian  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole.  The  Rules  of  the 
Assembly  shall  be  observed  in  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  so  far  as 
they  may  be  applicable,  except  that  tiie  ayes  and  noes  need  not  be  taken. 

A  motion  that  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  "do  now  rise  and  report 
back  to  the  Assembly,"  shall  always  be  in  order,  and  shall  be  decided 
without  debate.  All  actions  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  shall  be 
reported  to  the  Assembly  by  the  chairman,  but  shall  not  be  entered  on 
the  Journal  except  upon  motion  and  a  majority  vote  of  the  members 
present. 

Reconsidrration  of  Vote. 

84.  Notice  of  a  motion  to  reconsider  on  the  next  legislative  day,  the 
vote  whereby  any  bill,  constitutional  amendment,  concurrent  or  joint 
resolution  was  pa.ssed  or  refused  passajje.  must  be  given  on  the  same 
day  such  vote  to  be  so  reconsidered  was  taken. 

A  notice  of  motion  to  reconsider  a  vote  must  be  given  by  a  member 
voting  on  Die  bill,  cojistitutional  amendment,  concurrent  or  joint  reso- 
lution, and  shall  take  precedence  over  all  motions,  except  a  motion  to 
adjourn,  l^pon  such  notice  of  motion  being  given,  the  bill,  constitu- 
tional amendment,  concurrent  or  joint  resolution  shall  forthwith  be 
placed  upon  the  Unfinished  Business  Calendar,  and  no  further  action 
shall  be  taken  prior  to  the  next  legislative  day.  When  a  notice  of  a 
motion  to  reconsider  has  once  been  made,  the  same  shall  be  considered 
to  be  the  property  of  the  Assembly.  The  notice  of  motion  to  reconsider 
may  be  called  up  by  any  member  on  the  next  legislative  day  after  the 
notice  of  reconsideration  of  the  bill,  constitutional  amendment,  con- 
current or  joint  resolution  has  been  given. 

Anj'  member  voting  on  any  motion,  amendment,  concurrence,  reced- 
ence.  Assembly  resolution  or  proposition  other  than  a  bill,  constitutional 
amendment,  concurrent  or  joint  resolution,  may  give  notice  of  recon- 
sideration of  the  vote  whereby  the  same  was  passed  or  refu.sed  passage 
on  the  same  day  such  vote  to  be  reconsidered  was  taken,  which  notice 
shall  suspend  all  further  consideration  until  the  next  legislative  day; 
provided,  however,  that  a  motion  to  reconsider  on  the  same  day  the 
notice  was  given  shall  take  precedence  over  and  above  such  notice  and 
upon  demand  of  any  member  must  be  put  to  an  immediate  vote.  A 
motion  to  reconsider  any  pr()i)osition  other  than  a  bill,  constitutional 
amendment,  concurrent  or  joint  resolution  shall  require  an  affirmative 
recorded  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  entire  elected  membership. 

No  notice  of  motion  for  reconsideration  shall  be  in  order  on  the  day 
preceding  the  last  day  for  consideration  of  A.ssembly  or  Senate  bills  in 
the  Assembly.  No  mOtion  to  reconsider  shall  be  adopted  except  upon 
an  affirmative  recorded  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  entire  elected  Assembly 
memberslii)),  except  that  constitutional  amendments  to  be  so  reconsid- 
ered shall  re(|uire  an  affirmative  recorded  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
entire  A.ssembly  elected  membership. 

When  reconsideration  is  granted,  the  bill  shall  resume  its  exact  posi- 
tion before  tiie  Assembly  previous  to  its  being  voted  upon. 

Printing. 

Authority  for  Printincj. 

85.  The  State  Printer  shall  not  charge  any  printing  or  other  work 
to  the  Assembly  other  than  provided  by  law  or  Assembly  rule,  except 
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upon  a  MTitteii  order  sitmed  hy  tJie  Cliief  Clerk  of  tlic  Assembly  and 
countersifriH'd  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Rides  or  bv  the 
Speaker,  and  delivered  to  liim  prior  to  besimiing  such  printin"  or 
work.  All  HI  voices  for  printincr  furnished  the  Assemblv  shall  be  "ren- 
dered by  the  State  Printer  within  30  day.s  after  completion  of  said 
prniting.  WJien  necessary,  the  Chief  Clerk  may  order  certain  printed 
matter  completed  in  advance  of  its  retjnlar  order  bv  the  issuance  of  a 
rush  order. 

Printing  Style,  Form  and  Amount  to  Be  Printed. 

86.  Unless  otherwise  restricted  by  law  or  by  Asseiid)lv  rnie.  Ihe  style 
and  form  of  all  i)rintin<r,  the  quality  of  paj)er  to  be  used,  and  the 
ninuber  of  copies  to  be  printed  of  each  order,  shall  be  decided  by  the 
Chief  Clerk  aiul  approved  hy  the  Speaker  or  Chairman  of  Cominittee 
<m  Rules.  All  requests  by  members  for  additional  copies  of  bills 
documents  or  other  printed  matlei-  shall  be  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Rules. 

Printing  Assembig  Ilistonj. 

87.  The  Chief  Clerk  shall  cause  1o  he  compiled  and  printed  during 
the  coiLstitutional  recess,  a  Les-islative  Handbook  and  a  Semi-Pinal 
Assembly  History,  togetlu'r  witli  an  index,  settinfj  forth  a  com])lete 
History  showing  all  actions  on  bills,  constitutional  amendments,  con- 
current, joint  and  liou.se  resolutions  prior  to  the  constitutional  recess. 

During  the  remainder  of  the  session,  the  Chief  Clerk  shall  cause  to 
be  printed  and  placed  upon  each  member's  desk  prior  to  convening  on 
Monday  of  each  Aveek,  a  complete  History  showing  all  actions  taken 
upon  each  measure  up  to  and  including  the  legislative  dav  in-eceding 
Its  issuance.  For  each  legislative  day  intervening  between  the  issuance 
of  such  Weekly  History,  there  shall  be  printed  a  Daily  Suiiiilemental 
History  showing  only  action.s  taken  upon  any  measure  since  the  issu- 
ance of  the  preceding  Weekly  History. 

Printing  of  Maps. 

88.  Maps  or  charts  accomjjanyiug  documents  other  than  bills  shall 
not  be  printed  without  special  authority  from  the  Assemblv  by  a 
majority  vote  of  its  entire  elected  meiubersliip. 

Rules. 

Adoption  of  Standing  Rules. 

89.  The  adoption  of  the  Standing  Rules  shall  require  an  affirmative 
recorded  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  entire  elected  membersliip.  When 
once  adopted,  such  Standing  Rules  shall  remain  in  effect,  unless  sus- 
jiended  or  amended  as  provided  in  these  rules. 

Parliamentarg  Rnles. 

90.  Roberts  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  the  recognized  authority  on  ail 
occasions  when  the  Assembly  Rules  are  not  applicable. 

Suspension  of  Rules. 

91.  Unless  otherwise  specifically  provided  bv  law  or  Assemblv  rule 
any  standing  rule  of  the  Assembly  may  be  suspended  temporarilv 
by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  provided  that  such 
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temporary  suspension  shall  apply  only  to  the  matter  under  immediate 
consideration,  and  in  no  case  shall  it  extend  beyond  an  adjournment. 

Amending  Standing  Rules. 

92.  No  standing  rule  of  the  Assembly  shall  be  amended  except  by  an 
affirmative  recorded  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  entire  elected  membership 
of  the  Assembly  and  one  day's  notice  must  be  f?iven  on  the  motion 
thereof. 

T cmporary  Rule. 

03.  The  Committee  on  Rules  may  at  any  time  report  a  temporary 
rule.  Upon  adoption  by  an  affu-mative  recorded  vote  of  two-thirds  of 
the  entire  elected  membership  of  the  Assembly,  such  temporary  rule 
shall  have  the  effect  for  the  time  being,  of  a  standing  rule.  If  such 
temporary  rule  shall  be  in  conflict  with  a  standing  rule,  it  shall  super- 
sede such  standing  rule  only  for  the  time  being. 

A  motion  proposing  to  increase  or  diminish  the  membership  of 
a  standing  committee  or  the  number  of  standing  committees,  shall  not 
be  considered  until  the  same  shall  have  been  referred  to  and  approved 
by  the  Committee  on  Rules. 

Miscellaneous. 

Press  Privileges. 

94.  Newspaper  correspondents  desiring  Assembly  press  cards  and 
privileges  shall  make  written  application  to  the  Speaker.  The  Assem- 
bly by  a  majority  vote  of  the  members  present  may  revoke  any 

press  card.  , 

The  Speaker  shall  assign  the  Assembly  press  desks ;  also  the  necessary 
rooms  for  the  exclusive  use  of  such  accredited  press  representatives. 

Privilege  of  Addressing  the  Assembly. 

Qfi  No  person  other  than  a  member  of  the  Assembly  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  address  the  Assembly  except  in  the  Committee  of  the  Whole. 
Smoking  in  Assembly  Chamber. 

96  Smoking  mav  be  prohibited  temporarily  during  any  session  of 
the  Assembly \v  a  majority  vote  of  the  membors  present. 

Fees  for  Witnesses. 

97  Each  witness  sunnnoned  to  appear  before  tiie  Assembly  or  any 
of  its  committees  shall  receive  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  each  day  such 
witness  shall  be  required  to  appear,  and  the  sum  of  three  and  one-hal. 
cents  for  each  mile  he  shall  travel  in  coming  to  and  going  from  the 
place  of  examination. 

Use  of  Assembly  Chamber. 

98  The  Assembly  Chamber  .shall  not  be  used  for  any  public  or 
private  business  other  than  legislative  matters,  dunng  the  sessions  of 
the  Legislature,  except  by  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  entire-elected 
membership  of  the  Assembly. 

Persons  Admitted  to  Floor  of  the  Assembly. 

99  No  persons  other  than  members,  officers,  attaches,  employees  of 
the'Lcislature,  former  members  of  the  Legislature,  and  accredited 
members  of  the  press,  shall  be  admitted  to  the  floor  of  the  Assembly 
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(luriiifi'  any  session  of  tlie  Assembly;  provided,  tliat  a  jjuest.  of  any 
membei-  sliall  be  admitted,  upon  i)rcsen)atioii  of  a  guest  card  of  said 
member,  countersifjned  by  the  .Sj)eaker,  sucli  <,niest  card  bein^'  valid 
only  on  the  lejyislative  day  for  wliich  it  was  issued. 

All  quests  shall  be  seated  only  in  the  chairs  in  the  rear  of  the  Assem- 
bly Chamber  and  shall  not  be  permitted  to  sit  at  the  desks  of  the  mem- 
I)ers  while  the  Assembly  is  in  session.  No  person  other  than  an 
aeci-edited  newspaper  representative  shall  be  permitted  to  sit  at  the 
]ires.s  desks.  A  special  .section  in  the  balcony  shall  be  reserved  for  those 
iiolding  guest  cards. 

Lohhying  in  the  Assembly  Chamber. 

100.  All  persons  appearing,  or  being,  or  desiring  to  appear,  or  be,  al 
or  in  the  Assembly  ("hamber.  or  at  or  in  any  committee  room  of  the 
.Vssembly  for  the  purpo.se  of  advocating  the  adoption,  or  defeat  of  any 
l)ill,  measure  or  resolution,  introduced  in,  pending  before,  or  being 
considei-ed  by  the  Assembly,  oi-  by  any  committee  thereof,  or  for  the 
|)urpose  of  soliciting  the  vote  of  any  member  of  the  As.semb]y  upon 
any  such  bill,  mea.sure,  or  resolution,  shall  register  with  the  Serireant- 
at-Arms,  his  name  and  addres.s,  together  M-ith  a  statement  of  the  person 
or  persons,  corporation  or  corporations,  or  interest  rein-esented  bv  or 
intended  to  be  represented  by  him,  and  shall  file  with  the  Sergean"t-at- 
Arms  his  -written  autiiority  to  rei)resent  such  jierson,  corpor"ation  or 
interest,  and  tliereupon  the  Sergeant-at-Ai-nis  shall  i.ssue  to  such  person 
a  certificate  that  he  has  so  registered  in  conformity  with  this  r\de, 
which  certificate  .shall  be  exhibited  to  the  chairman  of  a  committee 
upon  request.  A  complete  record  of  all  pensons  so  registered,  together 
with  their  respective  addresses,  and  the  per.sons,  corporations  or  inter- 
est represented  by  them,  shall  be  kept,  and  preserved  by  the  Sergeant- 
at-Arms,  and  shall  be  open  at  all  times  to  public  inspection. 

This  rule  .shall  not  apply  to  members  of  either  house  of  the  Legisla- 
ture, to  elected  State  officers,  or  citizens  of  the  State  of  California 
apjiearing  in  their  own  interest  or  behalf  who  are  not  representing 
any  group,  organization  or  corporation. 

No  person  shall  appear  at  or  enter  the  Assembly  Chamber,  or  any 
committee  room  of  the  Assembly,  for  the  purpose  of  advocating  the 
adoption  or  defeat  of  any  bill,  measure  or  resolution,  without" first 
luiving  registered  and  secured  the  certificate,  as  herein  provided. 

No  person  engaged  in  presenting  to  the  Assembly  or  its  committees 
any  business,  or  claim,  or  legislation,  shall  be  permitted  to  engage  in 
such  business  in  the  Assembly  Chamber,  or  be  permitted  on  the  floor  of 
the  .\ssembly  at  any  time  while  the  Assembly  is  in  session;  and  any 
person  transgressing  this  rule  shall  be  removed  from  the  floor  of  the 
Assembly  and  be  debarred  from  the  privilege  of  the  floor  during  the 
remainder  of  the  entire  session.  The  Speaker  is  charged  with  the 
enforcement  of  this  rule.  This  rule  can  not  be  suspended  except  by  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  the  entire  elected  membership  of  the  Assembly. 
S^prnlcr  Erplainx  Order  of  Bnshtess. 

101.  The  Speaker  may,  on  his  own  motion  or  upon  the  motion  of 
any  member  of  the  Assembly,  explain  the  order  of  business  when  the 
motion  pending  before  the  Asseinbly  is  not  debatable.  Such  explana- 
tion is  not  to  consume  more  than  two  minutes. 
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Admission  to  Assembly  Chamber. 

102.  Persons  admitted  to  the  Assembly  Chamber,  other  .than  mem- 
bers and  attaches,  shall  not  be  permitted  to  stand  in  the  lobby  in  the 
rear  of  the  Assembly  Chamber  while  the  Assembly  is  in  session,  but 
shall  be  required  to  occupy  the  seats  provided  for  them.
